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PEKING (AP) — President Ford got 
a restrained welcome to Peking today 
as he began a five-day visit he said is 
aimed at fostering mutual under­ 
standing between the Chinese and 
American peoples. 
A banquet was held for Ford shortly 
after his arrival, and later he and the 
American delegation met with Chu 
Teh, chairman of the standing com­ 
mittee of the National People’s Con­ 
gress, the official Hsinhua news 
agency said. It said among those at the 
meeting was Chiang Ching, wife of 
Communist party chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. No other details were given. 
At the airport, First Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping, the highest-ranking 
member of the government still active, 
headed the welcomers, and there was 
the usual playing of national anthems, 
military guard of honor and hand­ 
shakes with diplomats and officials. 
But since the United States and 
China do not have full diplomatic 
relations, there were no lengthy ex­ 
change of speeches and no cheering 
crowds at the airport or along Ford’s 
18-mile route into the city. 
Followed by his wife, Betty, and 
their daughter, Susan, Ford strode 
down the ramp of Air Force One and 
shook hands warmly with Teng, who 
greeted the President on behalf of the 
Chinese 
government and 
Premier 
Chou En-lai. 
Chou, 77, is seriously ill and has not 
seen any foreign visitors for some 
time. But Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
now 81, is expected to receive the 
President. 
The weather was crisp and cold, and 
there was a hazy sky flecked with blue 
as the presidential plane landed at 2:50 
p.m. The President was hatless and 
wore a dark overcoat while Mrs. Ford 
and Susan both wore brown fur coats. 
The airport ceremonies was iden­ 


tical to those for the arrival in 
February 1972 of President Nixon, who 
with Chou opened a new era of 
Chinese-Amencan relations after two 
decades of hostility. 


The President and Mrs. Ford are on 
their second visit to China. They came 
in 1972 while he was a congressman, 
but this is Susan’s first visit. 


The White House and the State 
Department emphasized in advance 
that though nothing startlingly unusual 
will result from the presidential visit, 
it is vital to the continued development 
of Chinese-American ties. 
They conceded that there will be no 
alteration in the present American 
relations with the Chinese Nationalists 
on Taiwan. But they said there will be 
some movement forward just because 
the visit is taking place and the 
structure 
of 
Chinese-American 
friendship will be strengthened. 
In their talk with Ford, the Chinese 
undoubtedly will em phasize their 
anxiety over America’s policy 
of 
detente with the Soviet Union, just as 
they did when Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger visited Peking in 
October. 
Both Ford and Kissinger have said 
pointedly that they understand the 
situation, and that no other nation is 
going to dictate American foreign pol­ 
icy. But the President, during a 
stopover in Alaska, made a last- 
minute change in a speech Saturday 
night to reiterate endorsement of a 
major tenet of China’s foreign policy: 
opposition to any Soviet military ex­ 
pansion in Asia. 
Ford’s plane also made a one-hour 
refueling stopover at the Tokyo air­ 
port, and the President and Kissinger 
were greeted there by Japanese For­ 
eign Minder Kiichi Miyazawa and a 
representative of Emperor Hirohito.

M ayors See 
No New Crises 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - Vir­ 
tually without exception, the nation’s 
mayors are confident that no other city 
will seek the sort of federal aid which 
President Ford has proposed for New 
York. 


Interviews with more than a dozen 
mayors at the annual convention of the 
National Iieague of Cities here showed 
two reasons for the officials’ belief. 


First, 
they say 
no 
city 
would 
willingly surrender as much control 
over its finances to state or federal 
governments as New York has been 
forced to yield. 
Second, in their view, no other city’s 
financial problems are so severe, 
particularly because other cities have 
not borrowed to meet operating ex­ 
penses to the extent that New York 
has. 
The only mayor who did not share 
the confidence expressed by his 
colleagues was Democrat Kevin White 
of Boston, which some observers have 
listed among the more financially 
shaky cities. 
“ I don’t know whether other cities 
will ask for that aid,” he said. ‘‘We 
share in common the prospect of 
falling into the same situation. We are 
not immune to New York’s problems.” 
The Boston mayor held out some 
hope, however, that “ the bailout of 
New York might salvage the situation, 
might save the rest of us.” 
While of those interviewed only 
White expressed doubt, 
m ayors 
traditionally have been reluctant to 
make public predictions about specific 
financial problems for their own or 
other cities for fear of aggravating the 
problems. 


league president Carlos Romero 
Barcello, Republican mayor of San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, noted the new state 
controls on New York finances and 
said: “ Mayor (Abraham) Beame no 
longer runs New York. And no other 
city wants to be in that situation.” 
In remarks prepared for delivery 
today, Beame himself said, “ Our crisis 
has served to expand the national 
dialogue about the many problems be­ 
setting cities of all sizes and has 
reawakened a sense of urgency in 
dealing with them.” 
“ On a national level, perhaps, our 
problem will 
inspire progress on 
measures to relieve some of the 
financial pressures on all our cities,” 
the Democrat said. 
Mayor Ralph Perk of Cleveland, 
chairman of the National Republican 
Mayors Conference, put it this way: “ I 
don’t know any other city that will 
come to New York’s situation. New 
York has been borrowing to meet 
operating expenses for IO years and I 
don’t know of any other cities that have 
been allowed to do that by their mu­ 
nicipal bond counsels.” 
Coleman Young, Democratic mayor 
of Detroit, another city which some 
viewed as on shaky financial footing, 
said: “ I doubt very seriously that 
other cities will go that route because 
it means surrendering 
substantial 
amounts of or all your autonomy.” 
A municipal specialist who has 
worked with the nation’s cities for 
more than a dozen years listed the 
following cities as facing the most 
difficult 
short-term 
financial 
problems: Buffalo and most other New 
York 
cities, 
Boston, 
Newark, 
Philadelphia and Detroit. 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y (AP) -

The debate and PIX) participation 
were S y ria’s conditions for 
its 
agreement to extension of the mandate 
for the U.N. force. 


The mandate would have expired at 
midnight EST Sunday. Syria and the 
United States agreed to the com- 
pomise arranements at 5:40 p.m. a 
nd the council approved the resolution 
at 6:50 p.m. 


Israeli Ambassador Chaim Herzog 
called the resolution “ a surrender to 
Syrian blackmail and Soviet dictates.” 
He said the Israeli cabinet would meet 
today to discuss it. 


U.S. Ambassador Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan told the council his govern­ 
ment was not part of the council 
majority in favor of PLO participation 
in the debate in January. But he told 
reporters after the session that if an 
invitation to .the Palestinians is 
proposed then, “ we can’t veto it.” 


Malik told the council the time has 
come for it to do “ everything in its 
power to promote a political set­ 
tlement in the area and to accelerate 
this development.” 


But Moynihan said the United States 
had agreed reluctantly to the January 
council debate and did not consider 
that it prejudiced the holding of anoth­

Snow, Freezing Rain, W ind

Snow, freezing rain and wind made 
traveling risky today in the Northwest 
and impeded the rescue of a group of 
hunters stranded in Washington’s Aso­ 
tin County.

Sheriff Her­ 
bert Reeves said he would summon an 
Air Force helicopter rescue unit if the 
man’s condition worsened. 
In Oregon, heavy rain caused a mud 
slide and some flooding. The slide 
closed one traffic lane on state high­ 
way 36 and left debris on Southern 
Pacific Railroad tracks. 
The wind and snow have prompted

Prices gained slightly on the con­ 
sumer at grocery stores in November, 
an Associated Press marketbasket 
survey shows. The shopper found 
lower prices for such items as pork 
chops and sugar, but they were more 
than offset by higher ones for eggs, 
butter and coffee. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on March I, 
1973, and has rechecked on or about the 
start of each succeeding month 
During 
Novem ber, 
the 
rnar- 
ketbasket total at the checklist store 
was up in seven cities, with an average 
hike of 3.7 per cent, and down in six 
cities, with an average drop of 2.6 per 
cent. Overall, the bill near the start of 
December was eight-tenths of I per 
cent more than a month earlier. 
During October, the marketbasket 
bill increased in six cities and dipped 
in seven, and the change in prices 
overall for the month was an increase 
of three-tenths of I per cent. 
The changes seemed to generally 
follow those at farm and wholesale 
levels. The U.S. Departm ent of 
Agriculture reported last Friday that 
from Oct. 15 to Nov. 15, fanners were 
paid less for hogs and more for milk 
and eggs. 
On the AP marketbasket, eggs in­ 
creased in price at the 12 stores at 
which the checklist’s medium Grade A 
size was available. The average in- 
GRAFFITI 
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crease for the 12 stores was 16 per cent. 
Milk prices increased in 5 of the 13 
stores, fell at two and remained at the 
same level in six. 
Another item with price hikes was 
coffee, going up at seven stores, down 
at one and remaining the same at four 
The type of coffee on the checklist was 
not available at the other store. 
The change in coffee prices con­ 
tinued to relect a frost in Brazil that 
heavily damaged that country’s coffee 
crop. It has been slow to filter through 
to retailers because supermarkets 
often use coffee a a “ loss-leader’’ to 
draw customers. 
These higher prices were somewhat 
offset by lower prices for pork chops 
and sugar. 
The price of sugar, which hit record 
levels and caused a consumer protest 
last year, continued to drift downward. 
It declined in six of the 12 stores where 
the 
variety 
to 
be 
checked 
was 
available and was up in only one. It 


was the same price in five other of the 
stores. 


The price of pork chops was down in 
six checklist groceries, up in three and 
remained the same in four. However, 
the Agriculture Department warned 
that pork supplies would be “ light” in 
December and said prices on both pork 
and beef would rise slightly in the first 
half of 1976 


The items on the AP checklist were 
chopped chuck, center cut porkchops, 
frozen orange juice concentrate, 
coffee, paper towels, butter, Grade-A 
medium white eggs, creamy peanut 
butter, laundry detergent, fabric 
softener, tomato sauce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, all-beef frankfurters

Atlantic Hurricane Season 
Proves Smaller A nd W eaker 


MIAMI (AP) - Despite the killer 
hurricane Eloise, the 1975 Atlantic 
season continued a trend that has seen 
fewer and weaker hurricanes than in 
the past, the head of the National 
Hurricane Center says. 


“ In the past tew years, there nasn t 
been a super hurricane, but we don’t 
know when the lull will end,” Ned 
Frank said as the season officially 
closed Sunday after spawning six 
hurricanes and two other tropical 
stun i cs. 
Frank said the season kept up the 
pattern of the past four or five years 
during which the major storms formed 
in the Gulf of Mexico instead of coming 
to 
life 
in the 
deep 
tropics 
and 
strengthening in a race across the 
Atlantic 


“ Most of the hurricanes formed in 
the higher latitudes 
east of the 
Bahamas 
and didn t have the power 
of the super ones,” he said. 
Frank pointed out that Eloise, w hich 
killed 34 people in Puerto Rico, 25 on 
the island of Hispaniola and two in the 
United States, got only a three in a 
rating system that tags the biggest 
storms with a five. 


Eloise crossed Puerto Rico, Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic and brushed 
Cuba before taking its torrential rains, 
140-mi leper-hour winds and 
16-foot 
tides into the Florida 
Panhandle, 
devastating the coast from Fort 
Walton Beach to Panama City. 


Damage estimates from Eloise in 
Florida ranged from HOO million to 
$150 million. 
The remnants of Eloise contributed 
to extensive flooding in the nor­ 
theastern United States, causing IO 
deaths and an estimated $150 million in 
damage. 
“ Here we’ve had another year where 
the large population centers again 
didn’t have a hurricane,” Frank said. 
“ A lot of lessons were learned in the 
Panhandle.” 
Frank said that Panhandle residents 
made last-minute 
preparations 
as 
Eloise rushed toward land but had 
done little pre-planning to be ready in 
case a hurricane hit. 
“ Many residents thought they didn’t 
have a bad hurricane problem up 
there. Eloise was the first one of the 
century,” he said. “ It had been over 80 
years since a bad storm had hit.”

‘‘Our strong objections about the 
(longshoremen) embargo were totally 
ignored and we feel we have no choice 
but to fight fire with fire,” he said at a 
news conference. 
Also, Swank urged farm ers to match 
their 1976 grain production with what 
they might expect to sell profitably. 
F arm bureau president W allace 
H irschfeld 
criticized 
national 
agricultural policy that halted sales of 
U.S. grain to the Soviet Union after 
AF I/-CIO longshoremen refused to 
load grain on ships bound for Russia. 
‘‘How wise was it to stop loading 
ships and moving trains only to see a 
precious food crop, so important to the 
world, piled on the ground, subject to 
spoilage,” Hirschfeld said.

TOKYO (A P) — A new spaper 
survey has put Prime Minister Takeo 
Miki’s popularity rating at 28 per cent, 
down from 45 per cent when he formed 
his first cabinet a year ago. 
The newspaper, Asahi Shimbun, said 
Sunday that in the past, Japanese 
prime ministers ‘‘reach the end of 
their reign” when the survey shows 
popularity down near 20 per cent. 


NEW ORI JOANS (AP) — That little 
jug of water you buy at the comer 
store because it’s ‘‘more healthful” 
than tap water could be doing more 
harm than good, a water quality ex­ 
pert says. 
“ I t’s unfortunate. People think 
they’re doing themselves good and 
they may be doing themselves harm ,” 
said Dr. John Christman, director of 
research at I/Oyola University. 
Christman, who has been studying 
w ater 
quality 
control 
for 
the 
E nvironm ental P rotection Agency, 
said forthcoming federal regulations 
may impose the same health stan­ 
dards on both bottled water and 
municipal water supplies. 
“That’s a fortunate thing and I hope 
it happens right aw ay,” he said. 
“Bottled water at this moment is real 
Russian roulette. You have no idea 
what’s in it, you don’t even know if it 
meets community standards — it may 
be worse.” 
The F2PA is drawing up new stan­ 
dards for city water, and possibly 
bottled water, under the Water Quality 
Act of 1974. The standards are ex­ 
pected to be unveiled about Dec. 15. 
The tightened regulations follow the 
discovery last year that many major 
c itie s’ w ater supplies were con­ 
tam inated by organic chemicals and 
m etals capable of causing cancer in 
animals. 
Those disclosures proved to be a 
boon for the bottled water industry, as 
cautious homeowners decided to play 


it safe and spend a few extra dollars 
for supposedly pure bottled water. 
It may not have been a very good 
trade-off, Christman said. There are 
cu rren tly no federal regulations 
governing bottled water which is not 
sold in interstate commerce. 
“ Anybody could go out, buy a bunch 
of bottles and sell tap w ater,” he said. 
As long as the water doesn’t cross state 
lines, it is of no interest to federal 
agencies. 
Nor is there any requirement that 
such water be dated. 
“ You could go to the store and buy a 
bottle of water that’s been sitting on 
the shelf for seven months or more,” 
Christman said. “That’s really dan­ 
gerous, especially when it’s warm ,” 
because warm tem peratures speed up 
the growth of bacteria. 
After 16 months of study, Christman 
has concluded th at home w ater 
purification systems, despite their 
expense and bother, may be the only 
feasible way of insuring that water is 
fit to drink. 
To 
remove 
all 
of 
the 
germs, 
chemicals and metals from all of the 
w ater pum ped through m unicipal 
water systems would be a massive 
undertaking — one that may not be 
technologically feasible or econom­ 
ically bearable. 
Christman quotes an EPA source as 
estimating that fewer than 3 per cent 
of the 4,500 water systems in the nation 
will be able to meet the new standards 
to be announced this month.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Cuban 
general close to Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro reportedly is in Angola to help 
Sovietbacked forces battling for con­ 
trol of that newly independent African 
country. 
U.S. intelligence sources say Brig. 
Gen. Julio Casas apparently was sent 
to Angola to direct the handling of 
weapons and other military equipment 
being poured in by the Russians. 


Casas until recently was minister of 
services in the Cuban cabinet. 
Intelligence sources say he has been 
with Castro since the 1950s when 
Castro fought successfully to over­ 
throw the Batista regime. 
Incomplete data also raised the 
prospect that at least one other Cuban 
general was in the former Portuguese 
colony, possibly commanding troops of 
the Popular Movement for the Lib­ 
eration of Angola (MPLA). 


According to recent estimates, there 
are some 3,000 Cuban troops in Angola. 
U.S. intelligence has reported at least 
six shiploads of men and equipment 
and 19 airlift flights from Cuba to 
Angola on Africa’s west coast. 
Defense officials are uncertain why 
Cuba, which has no evident national 
interest in Angola, is committing so 
much to the struggle there. Some offi­ 
cials suggest the Russians have put 
pressure on Cuba, in effect calling in 
obligations for the military equipment 
and other help Russia has supplied to 
Castro over the years. 


The United States has objected 
strongly to Russian intervention in 
Angola’s civil war, but so far there has 
been no let-up in Soviet efforts in 
support of the MPLA, officials say. 


Despite Soviet denials, U.S. 
in­ 
telligence sources insist that at least 
400 
Russian m ilitary 
pilots, 
tank 
crewmen and advisers are serving in 
Angola. The 
R ussians also are 
reported to be using their jumbo AN22 
transport planes to haul arm s, am ­ 
munition and other gear from Conakry 
in Guinea to Luanda in Angola. 


The Russians have had a foothold in 
Guinea for several years, basing naval 
and longrange patrol planes there.

The conference was created 
by Congress eleven years ago

improvement Its study of the 


IRS has been called the most 
e x t e n s i v e 
o u t s i d e 
investigation of the IRS in 
decades. 
Among discrepancies noted 
by the study was a disparity in 
the collection process. As 
exam ples, 
last 
year 
the 
Cincinnati district collected 19 
per 
cent 
of 
its 
initial 
delinquent tax claims, while 
the Newark district collected 
HK per cent. 
The conference said much of 
the problem stemmed from a 
lack of broad guidelines for 
agents to follow and the 


pressure of a “quota system." 
The 
IRS 
has 
not 
yet 
commented on the report. 
One suggestion which the 
conference made to eliminate 
some of the uneven manner in 
which tax cases are handled is 
for the establishment of a 
taxpayer assistance center to 
offer 
advice 
and 
legal 
representation for individual 
taxpayers. The center would 
be independent of both the 
Treasury Department and the 
IRS. 


A n Aw esom e Open Secret 


The generals in the Pentagon say 
that Israel has one good war left in her. 
After that — what? The holocaust? I 
doubt it. There are military whispers 
that Israel has nuclear weapons. 
It is called an “open secret.” If so, it 
is one that Henry Kissinger hasn t told 
us. One of the ironies in the life of our 
butterfly Secretary of State is that the 
more problems he solves, the more he 
is held in suspicion here and abroad. 
In press conferences, he is as coy as 
a sex fiend in a convent. He seldom 
reveals his intentions. Most of us who 
listen subtract what he says from what 
he didn’t say and try to reach a 
quotient. 
If little Isreal is a nuclear power. 
Kissinger would do well to explain it to 
the Arab world. Goliath should know 
that David now has a slingshot of 
awesome 
proportions. 
In 
any 
diplomatic game, hydrogen bombs are 
the ace of trump. 
The last time I sat with General 
Itzhak Rabin in an innocent-looking, 
vine-covered cottage near Tel Aviv, he 
had a bookcase laden with missile 
models. I asked if Israel had the big 
ones. “Just models," he said modestly. 
It seemed embarrassing that a 
grown man would collect toys. The 
playthings have matured. They are 
standing in hidden fields — deadly 
asparagus. They also hang from the 
wings of bombers. 
This alters the balance of power in 
the Middle East. Thirty-eight million 
Moslems have the oil and the money. 
Three million people have the power to 
destroy the Arab world. 
Such destruction could easily include 
the oil fields of Kuwait, Saudi Arabia 
and Iran. This, in turn, would bring 
Western civilization to a screeching 
halt. No oil — no industry. 
In such circumstances it is difficult 
to understand why, in the past two 
years, American and European public 
opinion has turned away from Israel. 
The swing is more than a modified 
anti-Israel stance. It is pro-Arab. The 
West has drenched itself in crude oil. 
The Rabin government will not 
announce its nuclear capability 
assuming Israel has it — because such 
weapons are a vice as well as a virtue. 
The unwritten rule in the nuclear club 
is, “He who has them must not use 
them." 
Tactically they are worth a lot solely 
as a threat. The U.S. and the U.S.S.R. 
have poured scores of billions into such 
weapons as a ghastly presence. If one 
button is pressed accidentally, if one 
bird flies the night skies to another 
nation, Mother Earth will be reduced 
to a floating dark cinder. 
Each has the power of overkill; each 
knows that it can not be used. This 
leads to a question; Under what cir­ 
cumstances would Israel use atom and 
hydrogen bombs? Perhaps if its people 
were being pushed into the sea. 
If it happened, radioactive dust

would sweep the world between the 
30th and 20th parallels and scores of 
millions of people would die. Thus the 
question reverts from the strategic to 
the moral. Has any nation the right to 
kill millions of innocents in other 
lands? 
No. Could it happen? Yes. Could it be 
prevented? Of course. If those 
muscular big brothers, the U.S.S.R. 
and the U.S.A. would sit together and 
hammer out a final peace for Israeli 
and Arab, and impose it on the Middle 
East, the several nations could revert 
to industrial pursuits. 
Sooner, rather than later, the Arab 
oil billions will buy nuclear weapons. 
They have both the money and the 
hate. Saudi Arabia ran makn an offer 


which no one can refuse. It is in the 
interest of America and Russia to seek 
peace in the Middle East now. 


Will they? No. Ole assumes that 
Gerald Ford comprehends less than 
what Henry Kissinger tells him. The 
President’s most recent gesture was to 
endorse sending 200 Americans to 
stand in no-man’s-land between the 
Egyptian and Israeli forces. This is 
akin to sending a boy armed with a 
water pistol to fight a fire in a 
dynamite factory. 


It no longer matters who is pro- 
Israel and who is pro-Arab. Peace in 
the Middle East is of paramount im­ 
portance to my country, the United 
States of America.

matters to dwell upon, you might 
consider these; 
lf prices are rising, asks the or­ 
dinary consumer, who is legion, how 
can the country rebound strongly from 
recession? 
lf you are an habitual reader of 
scores of economic reports from banks 
and businesses and business schools 
and other places on high, you cannot 
but observe that the professionals 
really don’t come to grips with this 
question. 
For the consumer, it isn’t a matter of 
coming to grips with it; contrarily, he 
and she are gripped by it. There is no 
ignoring higher prices or what they do; 
they turn off spending, whenever it can 
be turned off. 
There is no theory or need for theory 
to explain what is happening in the 
pocketbook. It is there that reality 
exists, and it cannot be ignored. There 
is no room or time for dreaming, 
because the dreamer starves. 
At the professional level, where 
almost everyone is caught up in 
theories and computer models and 
dogma, this elemental consideration 
sometimes seems not to fit. There is an 
awareness perhaps, but not an ap­ 
preciation. 
On the battle front, it is the only 
consideration. 
The battle front, of course, is the 
market place where the consumer 
does his spending. Two-thirds of this 
economy of ours is made up of con­ 
sumer spending. It is almost impos­ 
sible, short of war, for the economy to 
grow if the consumer isn’t a strong 
participant. 
The professionals don’t deny this; 
they proclaim it. Rut then they go on to 
expect the consumer to win the war, so 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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to speak, while the enemy is ad­ 
vancing. The enemy is inflation, and 
the consumer retreats from it. 
The figures for October show that 
enemy inflation rose at an 8.4 per cent 
annual rate, which puts us right back 
to the identical level that prevailed in 
the first quarter of the year. No im­ 
provement. 
Retail sales, meanwhile, are ad­ 
mittedly “less than had been an­ 
ticipated," as the too-familiar phrase 
reads. Even the Commerce Depart­ 
ment concedes that. 
The consumer, however, is a bit 
baffled by the anticipations of the 
“experts." He asks; “What did you 
expect?" To him it is axiomatic: WTien 
you raise prices you don’t want me to 
buy." 
Why, then, are prices rising? If 
consumer demand is off, shouldn’t 
prices fall in order to encourage 
buying? That’s the theory — and ifs 
also the problem the experts should be 
dealing with. Theory is their business, 
just as the reality of the market place 
is where the consumer is expert. 
- The second consideration is, for 
the mass of people, a far more en­ 
joyable prospect. The age of workers’ 
capitalism has already begun, says a 
man who should know, he being the 
portfolio adviser on millions of dollars 
of investments. 
“The time is fast approaching when 
the workers will own the bulk of 
America’s capital," says John Wright, 
in an address written for a meeting of 
the International Longshorem en’s 
Association in Bal Harbour, Fla., 
Monday. 
Wright, who runs an investor’s 
service in Bridgeport, Conn. that 
numbers scores of banks among its 
customers, maintains that the new 
capitalism is resulting from legislation 
permitting tax-free accumulation of 
capital for retirement. 
“The workers will progressively 
become the principal owners of 
American business through the pen­ 
sion and profitsharing plans of which 
they are beneficiaries," he said, con­ 
cluding: 
“ This is, moreover, the most 
equitable, most efficient kind of 
Am erican capitalism because the 
workers, including the hard-working 
m anagem ents of American cor­ 
porations, are the people who ought to 
own America and stand to benefit from 
its successful growth."

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Is a flu epidemic expected this 
winter in the United States? Should we 
take the injections this year? 
Mrs. J. R., Ill 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
Public Health officials have not 
issued any warnings that might in­ 
dicate a particularly severe flu year. 
Epidemiologists are adept at an­ 
ticipating the spread of the flu. No new 
virus stains have been uncovered and 
incorporated into this y ear’s flu 
vaccine. 
This, of course, is heartening news, 
but should not cause carelessness in 
those who should be inoculated. The 
decision always must depend on your 
doctor’s evaluation of your health 
status. 
In general, the elderly, the infirm 
and those who have been chronically ill 
should be inoculated against influenza. 
Many people will tell their doctors 
that they would rather not have the 
vaccine because when they were 
previously injected they developed the 
flu. This is usually a distortion of the 
truth. 
A person may be allergic or highly 
sensitive to the ingredients in the 
vaccine and may therefore have some 
kind of temporary reaction. 
Unless it is a severe one and unless 


the doctor decides against another 
injection, it is wise to have this added 
protection 


My friends tell me that sniffing 
cocaine is safer than heroin. Is this 
true? 
Walter H..R.I. 
Dear Walter: 
I am going to give you an analogy 
and I hope you will understand it. 
Dynamite and gunpowder can both 
be highly destructive. The misuse of 
either one can create such havoc that it 
doesn’t matter much which one is 
used. 
Cocaine and heroin can cause 
catastrophes to the lives of those who 
are entrapped in their use. 
Your friends are dead wrong. Their 
ignorance about cocaine and heroin 
makes them poor teachers. 


There is, in America, a new wave of 
“sophistication." Cocaine sniffers are 
increasing in numbers, despite the 
many warnings about the dangers of 
this practice. 
A firm rule for young people is that 
they immediately separate themselves 
from a group of friends who tamper 
with their lives through the use of 
drugs — any drugs.

Burn 'Sensual' Rock Records

The Rev. Charles Boykin, associate 
pastor and youth director at the 
I Lakewood Baptist Church, said he had 
seen statistics which showed “ of 1.000 
girls who became pregnant out of 
wedlock, 984 committed fornication 
while rock music was being played.” 


He said he could not remember the 
source of the statistics. 
Boykin said Friday the main thing 
wrong with rock music is its sensual 
beat. 


“ There’s a rhythm to our bodies and 
when we hear music with a similar 
rhythm we respond to that beat. Too 
much of this can affect you in the 
wrong way,” he said, adding that even 
some gospel music can lead youths 
astray. 


“ There’s bad music all around us. 
It’s not only rock music. Even gospel 
rock has that beat,” he said. 
At a 
Wednesday night 
bonfire, 
conducted after prayer services at the 
independent Baptist church, teen-age 


members of the church were asked to 
bring Top 40 records which they felt 
unleashed unrestrained carnal ap­ 
petites. 
“ Teen-agers in the church felt they 
couldn’t 
give 
the 
records 
away,’’Boykin said. “ As one of them 
put it, That would be like giving dope 
away.’” 
Boykin, who had preached a lV hour 
sermon on the topic, said he was 
gratified by the response of the 
church’s young members. 
“ I ’ve asked young people what they 
like about that type of music and they 
always tell me the same thing: 
Because it feels good.’ That’s all they 
will say,” he said. 
Boykin hopes to expand the crusade 
to other churches. “ During the days 
ahead, we Americans need to be 
listening to more patriotic music,” he 
said.

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Krabach Speaks On Governm ent 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Richard 
L. Krabach, administrative services 
director for Ohio, recently addressed 
the Ohio Public Expenditure Council 
on runaway governmental spending 
and the inability of the bureaucracy to 
solve problems of the people. 
Here are excerpts from his speech: 
“There is an interesting transition 
going on in government today. In past 
years we were concerned with all three 
branches 
of 
governm ent; 
the 
legislative, judicial 
and

branches. Now, however, everyone is 
suing everyone else. A third box has 
been added to desk tops. Two are 


marked in’ and out’ and the third is 
marked subpoenas.’

Golfer Griggs, caught in a squall on 
the .seventh hole, took .shelter in a 
wooden 
shed 
provided 
by 
the 
management. But within moments a 
bolt of lightning struck the shed, 
knocking Griggs flat. 
When he recovered, he decided to 
claim damages from the golf club. 
“They located that shed on top of a 
little knoll,” Griggs pointed out in 
court, “making it extra vulnerable to 
lightning.” 
But the court rejected his claim. 
saying that the added risk 
if any 
was too slight to justify pinning the 
blame on the management 
“ A bolt of lightning,” observed the 
judge, 
"is 
inscrutable. 
It 
is 
no 
respecter of persons, places, or oc­ 
casions.’’ 
Lightning is a classic example of 
what the law calls an “act of God.” 
Generally speaking, no human agency 
can be held legally liable for the 
consequences. This is true even though 
the impact is transm itted through a 
man-made apparatus. 
Thus, a telephone company was held 
not liable when lightning struck a 
service line near a house, injuring 
.someone who was inside using the 
telephone. The court said this too was a 
freak accident that could not plausibly 
be traced to any fault on the part of the 
company. 
Nevertheless, liability may indeed 
be imposed for the failure to tam e the 
power of lightning when that can 
reasonably be done. 
In another case, lightning struck a 
telephone that had not been properly 
grounded. This time, the injured user 
was able to collect substantial 
damages from the company. 
“No one was responsible for the 
lightning,” conceded the court. “ But if 
the defendant’s faulty installation was 
responsible for the excess current 
coming over the wires, entering the 
building, and doing the damage, it is 
responsible.”

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Speaker's Bureau 
Planned By USDA 


WASHINGTON (AP) — At least one 
agency of the Agriculture Department 
plans to set up a speakers’ bureau as 
part of a new drive by the Ford ad­ 
ministration to keep consumers better 
informed of goings on in government. 


The coasumer program was un­ 
veiled by the White House last week. 
The USDA is among 17 departments 
and agencies included in the plan, seen 
by some critics as a move to justify 
Ford’s expected veto of a bill that 
would set up an independent coasumer 
agency. 


Over-all, the USDA’s “consumer 
representation plan’’ calls for each 
department agency to be responsible 
for “using appropriate procedures for 
informing consumers about ongoing 
activities as well as emerging issues.’’ 
Besides giving “full consideration” 
to 
consum er 
views 
in 
m aking 
decisions, each agency will be held 
accountable for telling the public “the 
rationale behind those decisions” by 
using whatever means available to 
spread the word. 
The departm ent’s Animal and Plant 


Health Inspection Service (APHIS) 
says that in addition to existing 
methods of informing consumers — 
including news releases, briefings and 
official publication in the Federal 
Register — further steps should be 
taken. 
Among those, APHIS said, is a plan 
to “establish a formal mechanism to 
provide speakers to interested groups 
at relatively short notice” on a variety 
of subjects. The agency’s functions 
include m eat and poultry inspection, 
animal and plant quarantines, and 
disease and pest control programs. 
“The speakers will be key APHIS 
officials who will be selected for their 
knowledge and speaking ability as well 
as their willingness to keep current on 
APHIS programs and speak on very 
short notice,” the agency’s plan said. 
Also, the agency said, “dialogue 
with consumer reporters” will be 
increased. “ While some inform al 
contacts have been maintained, the 
communications with this important 
channel to the consuming public will 
be expanded and made more per­ 
m anent,” officials said.

To Cut Jobs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation will eliminate 255 
jobs to keep up with increased employe 
benefits, Director Dr. Timothy Moritz 
said. 


He said the reductions in the staff of 
14,769 will be made through attrition 
over “an extended period of tim e.” 


Moritz said a 1.84 per cent increase 
in employe benefits, including salaries 
and overtime compensation, forced 
the reductions. 


He said Ohio legislators “did not 
provide increased funds required to 
maintain the current work force and 
pay legislatively mandated increased 
benefits.” 
In the first four months of the fiscal 
year, ending in October, employe costs 
jumped from 13.47 to 15.31 per cent of 
the departm ent’s overall budget, Mor­ 
itz said. 
lf such a trend were to continue 
throughout the year, employe benefits 
would cost the department an ad­ 
ditional $2 million, he estimated.

BOWLING GREEN, Ohio (AP) - 
An experim ental w eight reducing 
drug, now being tested on animals with 
no apparent harmful side effects, may 
be ready for dieters within two years, 
its developer says. 
The d ru g -hydroxycitrate- retards 
the synthesis of fat tissue by more than 
65 per cent, mildly reduces appetite 
and is safer than common aspirin, ac­ 
cording to Dr. .Jack 
Panksepp, 
associate professor of psychology at 
Bowling Green State Unversity. 
If 
advance 
testing 
supports 
Panksepp’s preliminary findings, the 
drug may be available within two 
years. 
The psychologist said in six months 
of testing, no adverse side effects have 
developed and the drug has been ef­ 
fective in cases of genetic obesity. 
The two-year lapse between ex­ 
perimentation and marketing the drug 
will be used for further animal testing 
and obtaining a license from the Food 
and Drug Administration for per­ 
mission to try hydroxycitrate 
on 
humans. 
“The drug is very benign in that it 
operates on the metabolism rather 
than on the brain, such as am ­ 
phetamines,” Panksepp said.

burned up immediately and you lose 
weight.” 
The drug won’t work if the dieter 
starves himself, Panksepp said. It 
operates on the body’s metabolism, so 
the user must eat after taking it to be­ 
gin the reaction. 
Unlike amphetamines, which tend to 
lose potency after prolonged use, 
hydroxycitrate appears to continue 
working no m atter how long it is taken, 
he said. 
The drug’s only weakness so far is its 
mild ability to reduce appetite. But 
Panksepp suggests it could be used 
with another drug which would ease 
hunger pangs more effectively.

Federal Law m akers Face Intense 3 W eeks 


WASHINGTON

When 
Congress returns today from its 
Thanksgiving recess, the lawmakers 
will begin an intense three weeks 
which could influence the final verdict 
on this Congress before the election 
year begins. 


The final rush before adjournment, 
tentatively set for Dec. 19, may help 
decide whether this session of the 
heavily Democratic 94th Congress was 
do-nothing, 
as 
the 
Republican 
President has been saying, or whether 
the 
session 
has 
been 
busy 
and 
productive, as the Democrats have 
been contending. 


The lawmakers face a formidable 
pile of unfinished business. 
One of the first items on the agenda 
is President F’ord’s proposal to grant 
short-term federal loans to New York 
City of up to $2.3 billion a year for each 
of the next three years. 


After F’ord announced his plan last 
week. Senate and House leaders said it 
was possible that Congress would act 
speedily to approve the plan before 
Dec. ll, when New York City faces a 
threat of default. The House was ex­ 
pected to give quick approval to the 
plan; prospects in the Senate were less 
certain, with a filibuster promised. 


In the first five working days this 
month, House Democratic leaders also 
have 
scheduled 
work 
on 
such 
legislation as tax cuts and revisions 
and the energy bill that has been in the 
works for most of this year. 


Hardly anyone expects all this to be 
done in five days. But the scheduling 
illustrates the leaders’ intention to 
leave as little as possible for the 
second session that begins in January 
and continues into campaign time. 


F'ord has accused Congress of 
showing itself unable to agree on a 
policy to guide the country through the 
energy crisis and of ignoring, when it 
did not actually block, his proposals 
for spending cuts to curbing inflation. 


A 
House Democratic 
leadership 
“ issue 
paper” 
contends 
that 
“ Congress refused to knuckle under to 
the President’s demands for higher 
fuel prices as a simplistic solution to 


the nation’s energy problems.” 
The energy bill would mandate a 
price rollback and then gradually 
decontrol petroleum prices. It has 
provisions intended to encourage 
energy efficiency in automobiles and 
other devices, stimulate coal pro­ 
duction and use, and provide standby 
authority for gasoline rationing. 
F’ord has not said whether he would 
sign the bill. 
House Democratic Whip John J. 
McFall, D-Calif., however, said in an 
interview, “ It looks like the President 
is almost going to have to sign it... He 
doesn’t tell the people he proposed 
nothing but to raise the price.” 
A separate bill, now in House-Senate 
conference, would authorize $5.8 
billion for research and development 
in all forms of energy. 
In 
the 
battle 
over 
government 
spending, Congress has rejected most 
of 
F’ord’s 
recom m endations for 
recession — cancelling or reducing 
of appropriations already voted. It has 
ignored his call for a spending ceiling 
to be set in advance to reduce outlays 
by $28 billion in the next fiscal year to 
offset $28 billion in tax cuts taking 
effect earlier. 
Democrats have argued the con­ 
templated timing was political — tax 
cuts before the 1976 election, but with 
reductions 
in 
popular government 
programs to be felt only after the 
voting. 
More broadly, they have accused 
F’ord of a one-sided approach to the 
frustrating national dilem m a of 
simultaneous inflation and recession. 
The Democrats say F’ord has con­ 
centrated on reducing government 
spending to fight inflation, 
while 
proposing little in the direction of 
stimulating the economy to provide 


jobs for the unemployed. 
The D em ocrats took the other 
course, and Ford retaliated, using the 
veto power more freely than other 
presidents of recent years. 
Congress passed a $5.3 billion bill 
intended to create jobs. After it was 
vetoed, a $2.9 billion package was 
enacted. 
A big housing bill was vetoed. 
C ongress 
responded 
with 
one 
authorizing mortgage subsidies and 
protection against foreclosure for 
unemployed homeowners. 
Congress overrode three of Ford’s 12 
vetoes this year, enacting health 
revenue 
sharing, 
education 
ap ­ 
propriations 
and 
school 
lunch 
m easures he had opposed as too ex­ 
pensive. 
Congress also rejected his proposal 
to limit increases in Social Security, 


civil service and military retirement 
payments, allowing a full cost-of-living 
raise to go into effect. 
A bill still in Senate-House con­ 
ference that may bring on another 
confrontation would authorize $5 
billion for local public works. 
The foreign military aid bill, in­ 
cluding funds for the Sinai program, is 
expected to be on the House floor in 
early December, along with a Senate- 
House compromise measure on eco­ 
nomic foreign aid. 
On the tax front, the House Ways and 
Means Committee sent to the House a 
two-part revenue bill. It would extend 
and modify the short-term reductions 
in effect this year in individual and 
corporate income taxes. In what the 
committee has termed the reform 
area, the bill fell short of reformers’ 
expectations.

Math Helped Prisoner In Cuba 


The Circleville Herald, M onday Decem ber I, 1975 


C LEV ELA N D (AP) 
Everett 
White owes a debt to mathematics. 
The 30-year-old Cadiz, Ohio, native 
says solving arithm etic problems 
helped keep him sane during six years 
in Cuba after he and two friends 
hijacked an airplane from Miami to 
Havana in 1969. 
White is now living in Cleveland with 
a brother after returning to this 
country in April. He says he hopes to 
finish high school, take a course in 
computers and eventually work in 
mathematics. 
As far as the F B I knows, his two 
friends still are in Cuba, and are 
wanted here on air piracy charges. 
“ Whenever I could get a pencil stub 
and a piece of paper, I used to work out 
mathematical problems. I had to do it 
to exercise my mind,” he says. 
The Vietnam veteran is also looking 
for a coauthor to help him write about 
his experiences that began on a sunny 
day in Atlanta in January 1969. 
That day, White and two hometown 
friends boarded a flight bound for 
Miami. They commandeered the plane 
and the pilot set a course for Havana. 
But that was as far as they had 
planned. When the plane landed in 
Cuba, authorities took the three men 
into custody. 
“ When we landed, we didn’t know 
what to expect. We hadn’t thought it 
out at all. It was just an irrational 
act,” said White. 
For the next 28 days, White and his 
friends were kept in one-man cells in

Havana. Then they were taken to the 
rural Camaguey Province and put to 
work in the fields cutting sugar cane. 
“ We met other skyjackers, from the 
United States and I^tin America,” 
White said. “ We worked IO hours a day 
in the fields, six days a week in tem­ 
peratures of between 90 and IOO 
degrees.” 
The Cubans working alongside them 
in the fields were terrorized and 
scared, White said. Mostly they 
wanted to talk about families who had 
escaped to the United States, he ex­ 
plained. 
After three months of complaining. 
White and his friends were returned to 
Havana where he spent more than two 


years in the State Security prison in­ 
cluding 18 months in solitary con­ 
finement, a year in the Cubana prison 
and 18 months in Quivican prison, 
which White termed “ a concentration 
camp.” 
He was released to the supervision of 
immigration officials and went to work 
in a bakery for $85 a week. White 
contacted Swiss Embassy officials 
who negotiated his release in April 
with aid from Rep. Wayne Hays, l> 
Ohio. 
White was charged with air piracy, 
but the judge in Tampa, Fla. gave him 
a 10-year suspended sentence and put 
him on probation for five years in light 
of his experiences in Cuba.

a p p a r e n t l y 
despairing his boy ever would 
go to college, one morning 
said. ‘ Why don’t you just get 
out of the house and go out on 
your own?’ ... ’’ 
On how he felt after ending 
his “retirement” of less than 
two years in 1973: “ ... I was 
struggling, I was really- 
fighting my way out of the 
doldrums, because when I 
quit, I let everything go.” 
On the preference of his 
son, Frank Jr., for singing 
Cole Porter and Rodgers and 
Hart songs in his own night 
club act: “ ... I say fine, but 
th eres 
also 
(Bert) 
Bacharach and Jimmy Webb 
and a whole bunch of other 
guys that are writing good 
things. 


“And he says, no, he says, 
‘I want to do this stuff.’ I said, 
‘Yeah, but they’re not buying 
that now, not always buying 
it. You’ve got to mix it in 
some way.’ But he’s pretty 
hardheaded about that.” 
On his ow-n future: “I guess 
I’ll just keep working until I 
get just weary enough not to 
work anymore or the minute 
a vibrato (a reference to 
vocal shakiness) shows up rn 
my singing.

Heavy Quakes Hit 
Hawaiian Islands 


'Chemical Cook' Busy In Kitchen 


HUX), Hawaii (AP) — The people on 
Hawaii’s “ Big Island" have learned to 
live with the threat of earthquakes, 
tidal waves and volcanic eruption. 
The island of Hawaii, 200 miles 
southeast of Honolulu, was battered 
Saturday by two strong quakes — one 
of them the strongest in more than a 
century — which triggered tidal waves 
along the beaches and small eruptions 
at Kilauea Volcano. One man was 
killed, one was missing, and property 
damage was estimated as high as $2 
million. 
Just seven hours after tidal wave 
warnings 
were lifted, the annual 
Christmas parade began as scheduled 
in Hilo, a waterfront town that has 
been battered by earthquakes and 
tidal waves time after time. 
“ People here know how to live with 
it,” said Kiyoshi Shigeoka as he 
opened his vacuum cleaner store for 
business Sunday in Hilo, where a third 
of the island’s 75,(HK) residents live. 
“ You can’t fight nature.” 
“ I worry about it every day," said a 
woman at work in her gift shop. “ But I 
wouldn’t want to live any place else 
except Hilo.” 
While 
authorities 
totaled 
the 
damage, rangers at the Volcanoes 
National Park pressed their search for 
a camper reported missing after a 
section of beach collapsed below sea 
level. The missing man is Michael 
Cruz, '26, of Mountain View, Hawaii. 
Dr. James A. Mitchel of Hilo was 
killed when water swept over the same 
beach. 
Saturday’s two earthquakes were 
measured at 5.5 and 7.2 on the Richter 
Scale — the second reading indicating 
a quake capable of causing major dev­ 
astation. The quakes triggered tidal 
waves and small eruptions at Kilauea 
Volcano, but did no effect the other 
Hawaiian islands. 
Both tremors were centered on the 
flank of Kilauea Volcano on the

W OOSTER,Ohio (AP) - Julia Child 
probably would turn in her apron if she 
worked in this kitchen. One of the 
cook’s specialties is a cake—made 
without eggs or milk. 
That’s because the cook really is a 
chemist who is more interested in the 
flour which goes into the cookies and 
cake than the final product. 
The Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center, under 
the 
supervision of Dr. William Yamazaki, 
operates a soft wheat quality labo­ 
ratory here to test milling and baking 
qualities of new wheat lines. 
The regional facility is one of four 
maintained by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, agriculture research 
service in cooperation with about 17 
wheat breeders in states and provinces 
where soft red winter wheat and soft 
white winter wheat are grown. 
Flour from these varieties is used 
primarily for cakes and cookies. 
Breeders create new lines of wheat 
by placing selected pollen on wheat 
flowers. 
With 
each 
succeeding 
generation more seed is acquired and 
it can be tested for qualities to deter­ 
mine its success as a commercial 
variety for farmers. 
Yamazaki says a wheat line can 
have all the agronomic qualities a 
fanner wants, such as high yield and 
disease resistance. But if the flour 
from the wheat does not make good 
cookies and cakes, the line is wor­ 
thless. 
That’s one quality breeders cannot 
test, so they send their samples to 
Yamazaki’s kitchen. 
The cookie and cake formulations 
are fixed so the flour alone determines 
the quality of the baked goods. For 
cookies, quality means a big diameter 
and good surface characteristics, 
Yamazaki said. In cake formulas, 
even the eggs and milk are left out so 
that if the cake has a fine grain, 
uniform texture with no 
internal 
tunnels as well as a large volume, it is 
because of the flour. 
If the wheat lab’s chemical tests in 
the early stages indicate good flour 
quality, the breeder will grow more
